fnglo-Arab relations, 
Important story by Al Ahran. 


Al Ahram prints an-interostine story undcr a bold 
headline which occupios tho width of the four colums resor= 
vec by tho caily as a rule for the top political story of 
the day. The headline roads: "Britain. trics to conclude 
Cefoneo treatics with Egypt, Iraq, Syria, and Lebanon to 
facc the Russian danger." Tho daily thon proceeds to print 
a story written by its Beirut correspondent in which he claims 
that Britain is trying to concluce dcfence treaties with at 
loast four arab countrics, nancly Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, 
and Irag. "Agreements between Britain and these Arab countrics 
will be signed in the noar future", says the weiter. "These 
agrooncnts will bring to an ond a peoried during which Anglo= 
Arab relations. wore vory strained indeed, It is said that 
the fear that a third world war may take placc, has incuccd 
the countrics in question to take this stop", 


The writer then gocs on to say that American and _ 
British military cxperts ere of the opinion that the Middle. 
East will be one of Russiats main objectives in the coming war. 
They also belicve that their task of defending this arca will 
be comparatively casy if trcatics betwcen Bnglanc and the 
arab countrics aro in cxistcnec when war broaks out. 


"Tho Arabs wore oxcecdingly angry whon Britain declared 
that sho supported Bornadcottots roc ommendations ;" says the 
writer. "But responsible frab Icaders maintain that Britain 
took this hostilc attituce under pressurc from Amorica. 


'arab Llcaders, bo they political or military, arc 
inelinod at presont to think about their countrics! safoty 
without jeopardizing the Palestinian qucstion., Those leaders 
arc of the opinion that cefcnee treatics betweon the Arab 
countrics ana Britain are the best moans to cnsuro tho safety 
of the arab world. They also maintain that the Arabs will 
in any ease finc it immossiblic to romain neutral when war 
broaks out, cvon if they want to. Thoy also mow that tho 
Russians wish to lay their hands on the Middle Bast ofl and 
that defcncing the Micdle East succcssfully against Russia 
would be difficult without tho presence of a large numbcr of 
troops all over this arca and without full cooperation between 
tho Arab authoritics and the Westcrn nations. 
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"Tho Arabs also hope that by concluding trcatics 
with Britain, the Western countrics will coasec supporting 
the Jows when they roalise that while they can deponc on 
the Arabs in tho coning war, they cannot depend on the 
alleged state of Isracl which harbors strong pro=Russian 
cloncents . 


"Tho only reason thet induces the d&rabs to support the 
Western countrics is their hatrea for communism, But there 
aro eriong the Arab ncople and leaders a number of mon who 
are roluctant to coovcrate with tho Wicstern countrics. If 
the Arabs find that they shall ccrive no bonefit from the 
vroposed treatics, these treatics will mcot with violcnt 
opposition!"

Ql Ahram corments on the story of its Beirut corros= 
pondent by sayin, that it is truce that the intornational 
situation is critical, but it is doubtful if the Arab countrics 
will acree to conclude defonce treatics with Britain, 

Nwe hope that the critical intornational situation will indcucco 
Britain to gain Arab friondship which is so valuable in time 
of war, anc to satisfy tho national aspirations of Egypt and 
the rest of the arab countries which desirc to be free and 
incependent. We arc sure that Britain will gain by this 
policy much more than by persisting in hor present policy", 
soys the daily.
